FIELD ?

Wasnineton, D. C., July L—A telegram 


was received here to-day stating that Post- 


master Palmer had received a letter from 
Postmaster-General Ja 
(Palmer) that Hubbard, Superintendent of 
the Carriers’ Department, must be reinstated 
unless charges of misconduct or incom- 
petency could be established against him, 
and that Senator Logan and William Penn 
Nixon would arrive here in the morning in 
relation to the matter. The dispatch un- 
doubtedly in its main features is correct. As 
was stated in the Washington dispatches to 
Tue Trisune published on Wednes- 
day morning, it was the. understand- 
ing in Administration circles bere that Mr. 
Hubbard, upon his return te Chicago, or 
soon thereafter, would assume the place in 
the Chicago Post-Office which he had been 
requested to vacate. The report, which was 
then given as made by authority, was con- 
firmed by the telegram and subsequent letter 
to Postindgter Palmer.

Respectable merchants, hotel-keepers, and 
business-men along the route testify to large 
sums Of money that they have been oblized 
to pay for various improper purposes in 


connection with the star-routeservice. They 


are not men whose testimony can be ridi- 
enled, or who can be induced to make 
counter affidavits to their own stories.

The men who migrate to this country from 
European States, are of either one or two 
classes: they are either men who come hither 
as to @ land of plenty, boping to escape. labor, 
and to live a life of semi-pauperiam ; these 
do not seek farm labor, but prefer to live in 
the cities, and spend lives of comparative 
idleness on the labor of others, and of this 
kind the South is already amply supplied 
from the native stock. 
here expecting to labor as they have for- 
merly done, but they also expect to ob- 
tain from that labor more abundant profits, 
and to be able to supply themselves from 
their accumulations with comforts, compara- 
tive luxurtes, good habitations, and to ive 
their children that education and the refine- 
ments of social life utterly impossible in 
theiz native land. These persons come here 
to labor, but to labor for themselves; they 
come here to labor in the fields, but those 
fields must be their own, with, all the prod- 
ucts. They come here to live States and 
communities where labor is a badge of su- 
periority, and not of inferiority, and where 
the great social distinction is that which ex- 


ists. between the man who éarns his own’ 


bread. and the man who does nat. These 
men, it is needless to say, do not go South, 
and will not until the social system at 
the South is revolutionized; The pros- 
perity and the absence of prosperity in the 
two sections are explained by the difference 
in the labor systems. In a community of a 
thousand farms in the Northwest there are a 
thousand families at labor, each member 
earning something more than he consumes, 
and the surplus is earned profits. 
community at the South there will be one 
thousand hired laborers performing the 
work, while the members of the thousand 
families do no labor, do not produce what 
they consume, but subsist upon the compara- 
tively scanty surplus left paying for the 
hired labor. The social law stampa the 
laborers with degradation, while it exalts the 
non-productive class, who at the North 
would be justly ranked as idle paupefs. 

The South, notwithstanding all its great 
natural advantages, can hope for nothing but 
comparatively insignificant prosperity cy it 
its land is handed over to those owners who 
will by themselves cultivate it. Ownership 
must precede productive and profitable labor. 
The man who owns and cultivates his own 
field must be recognized as the peer of any 
man; his social equality must not depend on 
his Sdleness; his industry must not the 
badge of inferiority. He must Je a freeman 
in all things. With prosperity will come 
education and cultivation. Loaferism, and 
idleness, and whisky-drinking must cease 

o de the distinguishing marks of a 
“gentleman.” With industry and the 
profits resulting from it there will 
follow comfortable homes, well-stocked 
farms, and all the machinery and labor-sav- 
ing appliances. ‘There will be more reading 
of books and papers and less fox-hunting and 
quarter-racing and cross-roads gathering for 


whisky bouts; there will be more enjoyable 


homes, a greater attachment for home pas- 
times; there will be more books and more 
music on farms, and more school-houses; all 
children will go to school, and all men and 
all women will contribute something of their 
Own earnings to the general store, and the 
South will thus become as generally prosper- 


ous as any other part of this widely extended 


country.

THE PROFITS OF LABOR AND CAPITAL. 


In the New York Commercial Bulletin 
we find an article commenting upon the. in- 
crease of population in Europe, and a dis- 
cussion of the current improvement of the 
material condition of men, particularly with 
reference to the rate of wages, the price ot 
food, the increase of trade, the effect of ma- 
chinery on employment, and the general de- 
cline in the rate of interest. 

The censuses of the various European 
States show a continuous increase of popu- 
lation, notwithstanding the immigration. 
Sinoe 1875, the population of Germany has 
increased 2,500,000, Making that of the Em- 
pire at present 45,104,172, and the Bulletin 
estimates that in 1900 this population will be 
60,000,000. The same paper suggests the very 
important question, and one of great concern 
to this country, whether the means for feed- 
ing these people keeps pace with the increase 
of numbers. From an artiele in La Statisque 
de France is quoted a table showing the in- 
crease in the rate of wages in France in dif- 


ferent trades from 1858 1 1877, which table 


is as follows: 
Average wages In- 


ver diem crease.

The increase in wages * — these twenty 
four years has averaged 52 per cent, and the 
indrease continues, The same rise in wages 
has been general in all the States of Europe, 
in some places greater, and in others less;— 
and the rise continues to this time. There 
are two facts noted as having special refer- 
ence to this rise in the price of labor: the 
one is that the price of bread has remained 
stationary, and the other is that the |ncrease 
of wages has been greater in those trades 
in which machinery has been introduced. 
In a recent article by Mr. Edward Atkin- 
son, of Boston, he points out that during the 
ten years from 1870 to 1879, inclusive, there 
was a ing in the vost of transportation of 
merchandise, which largely enters into the 
cost of the articles, as compared with the rates 
charged from 1866 to 1869, inclusive, equal to 
twelve hundred millions of doilars in gold 
coin. He computed the values of certain 
quantities of the several kinds of breadstuffs, 
and also of beef, pork, butter, lard, and wool, 
and ascertained that the values of these 
articles in 1869 in New York aggregated 
$632.68, and in 1880, $631.22. The cost of mov- 
i this quantity of .articles of food was, 
in 1869, $185.84, and in 1879, was $61.62, a dif- 
ference of 8124.22.

ment of skilled labor indicates, as is sug- 
gested in the article from which we have 
quoted, that labor, being more essential than 
ever to capital, is gradually receiving. by the 


process of inevitable laws of compensation. 
a greater proportion of the joint earnings of 


capital and labor, and this is shown in the 
reduction of the rates of interest the world 
over. This fact is. also shown in the figures 
we have quoted from Mr, Atkinson. The 
prices of certain quantities of certain arti- 
cles of food in 180 and in 1880 amounted in 
New York to within a few cents of the same 
sum. Owing to the. reduction of the cost. of 
transportation, the same weight of the same 
articles was delivered in New York in 1879 
for $61.62, against $185.94 in 1860. The differ- 
érence, $124, was that much additonal 
compensation to ‘the labor on the farm: 
so much additional to the share of 
the $632 which. fell to 
and so much leas of the $185 which in 
1800 was taken as the share of the capital 
employed in transportation, Take any of 
the joint productions of labor and capital and 
it will be found that the greater the employ- 
ment of machinery the lower the cost of pro- 
duction; the lower the cos; of production, the 
greater the demand for consumption; the 
greater the consumption, the greater the de- 
mand for labor, and the greater the wages 
of: labor; and though the article produced 
may be sold to consumers at much less price 
than before, the profit on the increased.pro- 
duction is so much greater that both capital 
and labor are more prosperous, and the share 
failing to labor is more equitably propor- 
tioned. There may be exceptional cases, but 
this rule may be regarded as generally veri- 
fied by facts. |

GAS FOR LIGHT AND HEATING. 

Dr. C. W. Siemens, whe revolutionized the 
manufacture, of steel dy his regenerative 
furnace, delivered an interesting lecture be- 
fore a conference of gas managers at Bir- 
mingham on the Mii ult While er. 
Siemens is one of. the firmest believers in the 
future of the electri# light, he is also con 
fident that gas a4 aif'agent both of light and 
heat is yet far trom having reaclied its full- 
est development. The gradual. extension of 
electric lighting has stimulated the efforts of 
gas managers to improve their own product. 
They have discovered, as scientific men long 
ago informed them, that the chief disadvan- 
tage they labor under arises from the imper- 
fect combustion of carbon in the gas-flame. 
As Dr. Siemens said in the address referred 
to: 


From a 1 000 theoretical point of view, it 

can be anne that of the caloric energy de- 
vou din the oe of gas a proportion 
( abi ing 1 per cent) is really 
utilized in the 4 —— of luminous rays; and 
that even in the electric light nine-tenths of the 
energy set up in the arc is dispersed in the form 
of Beat, and one-tenth only utilized in the 
form of luminous eays, 


Dr. Siemens proposes to utilize the waste- 
heat now. dispersed in the gas-flame and at 
the same time to improve its illuminating 
quality. The problem he has set himself to 
solve is (1) how to ébtain by separation a gas 
of greater luminosity than that now com- 
monly supplied, and (2) how to raise the 
temperature of the gas- flame so that the com- 
bustion may become more nearly perfect. 
The solution of the first part of the problem 
is found in an imprevement of the process of 
manufacture. He has discovered that the 
gas coming from a retort varies greatly in its 
character during progressive periods of dis- 
tiation. During the first quarter of an hour 
after the retort is closed marsh-gas is prin- 
cipally given: off, together with other gases 


64 | and vapors, none of which possess a high 


illuminating power. Tle same is true 
of the gases and vapors obtained from 
the last hour and three-quarters of 
the charge, The gas mainly useful 
for lighting purposes is derived from 
the two hours immediately following the 


first quarter of an hour after the retort is 


closed. The gas of the middle period isa 
rich hydro carbon, and burns with a bright 
and fierce light, whereas. the gas of the first 
and last periods ¢ontains a great deal of

FRANCE BEYOND SEA. 

It is not long since that M. Gambetta de- 
elared the poliey of France was peace with 
all nations, and this sentiment has been con- 
firmed by the declarations of other French 
statesmen, including the President of the 
Repubile himself. While France is at peace 
with the world, however, she is not idle, 
and in the place of the war-making tendéncy 
a new mania has seized her—namely: the 
passign for territorial extension. Instead of 
warring with her neighbors, she is subju- 
gating savage races, and, instead of seeking 
to establish sovereignty over European.terri- 
tory, she is extending her ‘dominion over 
out-of-the-way places and the uttermost isles 
of the sea. Her raid upon Tunis and her es- 
tablishment of a protectorate over that prov+ 
ince, upon pretext of punishing the Krou- 
mir for their incursions into Algeria, ate 
now sufficientiv familiar, and that the pro- 
tectorate is tantamount to annexation is very 
generally conceded, . This gives her control 
in the North of Africa of Algeria and 
Tunis, and, not content with this, she 
has notified Turkey that if sne does not 
keep quiet Tripoli will be taken next, 
though it would be invaded at the risk of 
war with Italy, who is already driven to the 
verge of collision by the appropriation of 
Tunis. This is not the limit of her ambition 
in Africa. The recent French expedition, 
nearly all the members of which were mur- 
dered by the hostile tribes in the Sahara, was 
bent not so much upon exploration as upon 
the acquisition of territory. Recently a 
French Captain obtained from the King of 
Upper Senegal the exclusive right of navigat- 
ing the Upper Niger in return for a subsidy, 
and other steps were taken which point the 
way to an eventual protectorate in that re- 
gion. French engineers dre busy upon a 
scheme as vastas any of their canal opera- 
tions—namely: the building of a railroad 
across the desert, to capture the trade of the 
Soudan. Steps have also been taken recent- 
ly to establish a golony on the east African 
coast, opposit Aden, on the Red Sea, and the 
Commissioner who accomplished this has 
also secured various ports on thé Persian 
Gulf and at the mouths of the Euphrates as 
French agencies, Further south they are 
rapidly getting control of Madagascar. In 
Asia, France is pursuing the same policy, 


and England looks on with something like 


consternation as she beholds her rapidly ex- 
tending a protectorate, over Tonquin, a dis- 
trict just south of China and adjacent to 
Burmah and Siam, and encroaching upon her 
commercial] supremacy. 

The latest extension of her sovereignty is 
over the islands in the Pacific formerly gov- 


erned by King Pomare V. The sovereignty 


was ceded to the French last June, The 
gift was accepted on the 30th of December, 
and the public ceremonial took place on the 
th of last March, which is thus ne 
by the Puli Mali Gazette:

The sum of fifty millions was 
appropriated last winter for the present fiscal 
year, but Mr. Bentley estimates that it will, 
fall forty millions short. ‘The deficiency will 
certainly not be any less than the estimate. 
The deficiency last year was twenty mill- 
ions, and that of this year will de double as 
much. The expeditures of the Government 
this year on account of back pensions will 
be greater than the interest on the publle 
debt, and the prospect is that the annual tax 
on the people, before all the applications for 
arrearages and new pensions shall have been 
adjusted, will be twice as large as the annual 
tax which the public debt imposes upon the 
country, and perhaps one-half of the entire 
public expenditures of the Nation for a whole 
generation to come. Such an exhibit of pure 
gratuities would startle any other people on 
the globe into some decided movement for 
curtailment. 

This flood of pensions has been augmented 
to its present enormous proportions by the 
act providing that every new applicant up to 
acertain date should be awarded the ar- 
rears of pensions which he would have 
drawn had his application been filed at the 
time of his discharge from the army. Tens 
of thousands of ex-soldiers who never im- 
agined themselves sufficiently disabled by 
service in the army to apply for pensions 
have been induced to put forward such 
claims since the passage of the retroactive 
Pension-Arrears bill, which enables them to 
draw a hundred dollars a year clear back to 
the time of their discharge from the army. 
This almost irresistible temptation to apply 


fora pension is making a frightful inroad - 
upon the pockets of the taxpayers. The pay- 


ment of the great war debt itself is likely to 
shrink into insignificance in comparison with 
future drafts on the Treasury for back and 
forward pensions to men who were not per 


manently disabled by their military service.

Pants, July 1.—Henri Sainte Claire De- 
yille, Senator and member of the Institute, is 
dead, aged 63. : 


He was born in the Island of St. Thomas 
March 11, 1818, and studied in France. On 
com pieting his college course he constructed, 
at his own expense, a laboratory, where he 
pursued the study ot chemistry for a period 
of nine years. In 1844 he organized the 
Faculty of Sciences at Besangon, of which 
he was made Dean and Professor the 
following year. In 1851 he was made Pro- 
feasor of Chemistry in the Normal School of 
Paris. In the summer of 1858 he acted as 
substitute for M. Dumas in the Faculty of 
Sciences at Paris, and in 1830 was ap- 


pointed as successor to M. Dumas. He was 


elected a member of the Academy ot 
Sciences in 1861. In 1849 he discovered 
and made known the properties of anhy- 
drous nitric acid; published in 18 in the 
“Annales de Chimie et de Physique,” an 
important paper upon the metallic carbon- 
ates and their combinations, and in 1358 dis- 
covered a new method of mineral analysis. 
He was directed by Napoleon III. to inquire 
into the best and cheapest means of producing 
Alumnium. The results of his experiments 
and investigations were made known in the 
“Annales de Chmie et de Physique,” and 
in a work on Alumnium, its Properties and 
Manufacture, published in 1859. M. Deville 


has been a frequent contributor to the 


French scientific periodicals, and contributed 
several valuable papers to the Academy of 
Science. . 3

THE EVENING CONCERT. 

The program for the evening concert was in 
many respects one of the most attractive in the 
entire series, and yet it did not call out an audi- 
ence that coyld compare with that of the previ- 
ous evening. On Thursday evening there were 
nearly 12,000 in attendance, but last evening 
there could hardly have been more 6,000 in the 
building, including chorus.

THAT STEARINE DEAT. 

A GUESS AS TO WHERE THE TALLOW GOES. 

There was a good deal of gossip on ‘Change 
yesterday concerning the decision of the New 
York Produce Exebange in the matter of a jot 
of stearine in which Fowler Bros., of Chicago 
and New York, were interested. The parties

LITERATURE. 
LIFE OF GEN. THOMAS. 


Maj.-Gen, George H. Thomas was one of 


the few Generals who came out of the Civil 
War without having lost a battle. He did 
more than that. His record as a command- 
ing officer shows no blunders. In every 
qualification that constitues a true soldier, a 
skillful General, a great man, Gen. Thomas 
stands tirst among the officers of the Union 
army. Preöminently was he the American 
Bayard.—“ without fear and without re- 
proach.” A man of dauntless courage, fer- 
tile in resoutces, careful of the lives of those 
he commanded, cool and collected in the 
midst of the battle's roar, of rare judg- 
ment, quiet, modest, and unassuming in pri- 
vate life,—such was the Kock of Chicka- 
mauga,” the idolized commander of 
the Army of the Cumberiarid. His life 
and his services cannot be too often held 
up before the youth of this great Nation as a 
model for their imitation; as one who, in the 
language used by the Reman Senatein hon- 
oring its suceéssful Generals, “deserved well 
of his country.” And whgn the War was 
over, and, having done his full duty as a 
soldier he had earned the promation he re- 
ceived, to the highest rank in the profession 
to which hs belonged, he would accept no 
further recompense from his grateful fellow- 
citizens, It had been decided by some of his 
friends to raise a large sum of money as a 
present to him, in recogniuon of his valuable 
service during the War.

The writer, 
we judge, regards the Four Gospels as af- 
fording doubtful authority for the accuracy 
of their statements, while he accepts many 
of their representations» Evidently he does 
not believe in the supernatural and the mirac- 
ulous. But he esteems Jesus as an ascetic 
person possessed of many noble virtues. We 
find in the volume some traces of Strauss’ 
mythical theory in regard to the life of Christ, 
and some tinges of Baur’s theory respecting 
the Judaizing and -Gentile tendencies of the 
Petrine and the Pauline parties, as alleged to 
be seen in the Gospels of Matthew and Mark 
on the one hand and the Gosvel of Luke on 
the other hand. But the anthor does not com- 
mit himself to any theory. To those who are 
familiar with the writings of modern doubt- 
ers, the present work presents no new sug- 
gestions.

THE FIRST CASE UNDER THE LAW, 
and occasioned great interest in the community. 
The defendant demanded a jury, which was 


allowed, and the examination commenced. It 


was proved that liquor was sold at deféndant’s 
place at the time charged in the information, 
the purchasers being served by the bartender 
and a colored attendant. After arguments of 
eounsel the jury retired, and soon returned’ a 
verdict of Not guilty, on the grounds that the 


sale was shown to have been made by defend-. 


ant’s brother, Homer Boutell, and that 
wus no evidence showing that either 
colored man was in the employ of G. N.

who was charged with the offense. Having been. 


unsuccessful in this iustance, the Prosecuting- 
Attorsey next filed information against Homer 
| Boutell, bartender. using the same evidence as 
in the preceding trial. Much difficulty was ex- 
perienced in obtaining a jury, so great was the 
prejudice on either side. Twelve stalwarts 


were finaliy secured, however, who were gen- 
erally conceded to be a perfectly , 
IMPARTIAL BODY OF MEN. 

The same evidence was offered as before; but 
the defense this time adopted the policy of at- 
tacking the credibility of the principal witness 
for the prosecution. _ His reputation was shown 
to de somewhat unsavory; but a number of @iti- 
zens testified in rebuttal that they knew nothing 
derogatory to the character of the witness. This 
trial lasted several days, and was attended by 
great crowds, many of the members of the 
Women’s Christian Temperance Union gracing 
the court-room with their presence, and ap- 
plauding the vigorous efforts of the Prosecuting 
Attorney.

A HORRIBLE STORY. 


Scandinavian Immigrants to the Sand- 
wich Islands Meld in Abject Slavery 
~The Brutalities Practiced by Their 
Taskmasters — Belatives Separated 
by Lottery—No Bedress Poss bie. 

San Francisco, Cal., June . The Chron- 
tele says that C. Chlaussrn, a Swede, recently 
arrived. in this city from the Hawaiian ISI- 
ands, furnishes the following astonishing 


facts about a virtual coolie system which has 


been established in the islands by brutal 
taskmasters’ This Swede was one of 353 


» Scandinavians who, on the 27th day of Octo-; 


r last, left Drammen in the bark Beta, 
under contract to laber on the sugar planta- 
tions of the Sandwich Islands. The emi- 
grants w chiefly artisans, and had been 
induced by a Hawallan planter named Capt. 
Loranger to leave their homes in the North 
and fly in the face of Providence by com- 
peting with the labor of Chinese arti- 
sans. They were ignorant of the task 
they had undertaken. The Captain of 
the vessel represented that the work was 
light and the climate heavenly. The first 
step in the delusion of the emigrants 
occurred on board the ship. The fare was 
vile, and sleeping accommodations wretched. 


Seven succumbed to the horrors of the pass- 


age, and at last, when the ship reached 
Hawaii, a landing was denied them at Heno- 
lulu on account of the small-pox. 

The emigrants finally landed on the Island 
of Mani on Feb. 16 last. According to con- 
tract they were to be furnished excellent 
food, comfortable homes, and wages of $9 a 
month each for three years, The exiles 
found that the coutracts meant nothing. 
Their homes were rude shanties, and single 
men were expected to sleep four m one 
room; but these were slight discomforts com- 
pared with the gross outrages which follow. 
Some of the laborers being more desirable 
than others,in order not to do injustice to 
any of the syndicate of planters, Capt. 
Loranger, with a fine sense of fairness, 
made. distribution by lottery. Free white 
men and women were ran side by side, 
like slaves and cattle, and a number p 
on the breast of each. Corresponding num- 
bers were placed in an urn, and from this 
the planters drew, selecting men and women, 
according to the numbers drawn.

One young man, of superior intelli- 
gence and education, stoutly refused to be 
driven to thé field, and made his a test case.

He refused to obey an 
order to return to.work, and was sentenced 
to penal servitude on the reat, where the 
worst convicts are sent. At this degrad 
occupation he remained until — 
the serfdom of the sugar plon was 
preferable to the slavery of the penal colony. 
Several of the Northmen who were sent to 
work on Speckle's piantation received much 
better treatment, and were able from the 
abundance of their fare to lend a hel 
hand to their hun and overwor 
brethren on adjacent plantations. hlaus- 
sen states on one occasion he and two 
other Swedes were allowed to proceed to a 
neighboring village, where they met a 
benevolent person who gave them 10 cents. 
With this they bought a loaf of bread 
and ate it ravenously, it being the first
